“ The attempt to secure order and morality 
in the South by Federal military suasion at 
this day, ig an impertinence not to be tolera- 
ted. Justice and order in’ the Southern 
States are exceedingly desirable, but they 
cannot be impo thither. The bayonet 
and the comscience are never good friends. 
It may be needful to maintain the framework 
of society and the form of government by 
force. But that done, force cannot make 
men kind, just, generous or peaceable. Even 
if force could work obedience, to use force 
upon such a scale in time of peace, will essen- 
tially change the nature of our Government ; 
and that ts too large a price to pay for order in 
a hundred Aladamas or [ouisianas.”

The bosom friend of Andrew 
Jackson, he became estranged, and it is said 
was the most formidable enemy that that 
iron-hearted old hero and his administration 
had. Bold, able, fiery, ready and remorse- 
less, old Duff Green thundered his fierce as- 
saults daily against the President and his 
policy, and thecombative Old Hickory found 
in him a foeman worthy of his steel. 

Perhaps no man in the broad land has been 
connected with more gigantic enterprises 
than General Green. Vast Railroads, plans 
for constructing the levee of the Mississippi, 
and other huge projects have engaged his at- 
tention. He has dealt in millions. 

The history of this venerable man’s career 
would make a book of romantic interest. 
Upon questions of national finance, perhaps 
no one has thought more and planned more.

Narrow and Broad Gauge Railroad. 


The comparative advantages of narrow 


and broad gauge railroads, form a general 
theme for discussion all over the country at 
this time. The five feet, or broad gauge, is 
the one now in general use. The narrow 
gauge is three feet, costs less, and, it is said, 
cin be built and used where the broad gauge 
is utterly impracticable. 

The whole tendency of the age is to cheapen 
necessaries of life. The concentrated focal 
power of invention is being directed to cheap- 
ening the cost of the great practical utilities 
of the day. The sewingjmachine cost origi- 
nally from one to two hundred dollars, Now 
coud ones can be bought from ten to twenty- 
five dollars, So with agricultural labor-saving 
machines, 

To simplify, cheapen and put within the 
ready reach of the poor, is the constantaim of 
laborious and speculative ingenuity. The 
cheaper these thing, the greater the consump- 
tion and the more the profit. 

The lesson is being applied to railroads.
